Mercy to build health 
center in Roscommon 


Mercy is constructing a new med- 
ical office building in the Village of 
Roscommon, another outreach pro- 
ject to better meet the health care 
needs of Roscommon County resi- 
dents. 

Located at. 234 Lake Street, the 
8,300 square-foot health center is 
being constructed by DeWitt 
Builders of Roscommon. 

“Mercy is committed to providing 
‘comprehensive health services to 
our patients in the Roscommon and 
Higgins Lake area," said Stephanie 
Riemer-Matuzak, Chief Operating 
Officer at Mercy Hospital. “This 
development is part of Mercy's 
strategic plan to provide more out- 
reach services to persons closer to 
their home. We are excited about 
this opportunity to better meet the 
health care needs of our 
Roscommon neighbors.” 


The new health center will have 
space for four providers, including 
physicians, nurse practitioners and 


physician assistants. In addition, 
visiting specialists will be recruited 
to the practice so patients don't have 
to travel long distances for special- 
ized care. 

Twelve examination rooms, one 
procedure room and conference 
space are included in the construc- 
tion plans. Outpatient rehabilitation 
services such as physical therapy, 
occupational therapy and sports 
medicine will be provided at the 
Roscommon center, as well as radi- 
ology services. 


“Our goal is to have a fully func- 
tional medical offices practice by 
lale summer 1998," Riemer- 
Matuzak said. “The groundwork 
has been laid and construction will 
continue throughout the winter 
monihs.” 

A group of Roscommon con- 
cerned citizens initiated the Mercy 
medical center project under the 
auspices of Roscommon 
Development, Inc. Board members 


include Jerry M. DeWitt, President: 
Thomas R. DeWin, Vice President: 
James M. Anderson, 
Secretary/Treasurer; James M. 
DeWitt and Howard B. “Corky” 
Gaylor, Directors. Architects for the 
project are Riebshleger & O'Brien 
of Houghton Lake. 

“Mercy Hospital is grateful for 
the commitment and support these 
community leaders have given to 
us,” said Reimer-Matuzak. “With 
their involvement we've been able 
to develop the medical center in a 
relatively short period of ume. The 
board is also feading our physician 
recruitment efforts which is a key to 
the clinic's success.”

Crawford voters may face 
Sportsplex question again

In an orderly, cordial manner, 
opponents and proponents of the 
controversial Recreation/Sports 
Compicx — more commonly 
known as “the Sportsplex” — 
exchanged ideas and tempered cau- 
tion at the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners regular meeting 
on Dec. 9. 

One citizen, Otto Brantley of 
Lovells, said that he wasn't against 
the complex “in principal,” but 
mentioned that “the issue shouldn't 
be an emotional one and we should- 
n't be living up to the Jones's. 
Gaylord and Cadillac have better 
tax bases than Grayling, and if we 
can't afford it — we shouldn't have 
it.” 

The complex committee bringing 
forth the ballot language was met 
with mixed emotion and review at 
the Commissioner's mecting. 
Proponents Michael Shearer and 
Bud Morgan were on hand to pre- 
sent the ballot proposal. but the 
atlending opposition was well pre- 
pared to rebut the proposal being 
presented without any changes 


whatsoever ; 
Brantley said “the voters need an 
in-depth survey. What is the 


demand for this center and how 
much support do you have for 1? A 
marketing study would create the 
usage potential, and projected fees 
would Ict people know how much 
they would be expected to pay.” 

Branticy said that he felt the 
Sportsplex committee should pub- 
lish the results of the survey. He 
then pointed out that the bonds 
ought to be the responsibility of 
those who are expected to use the 
facility, wondering aloud “why has- 
n't private enterprise jumped up to 
build this center?” 

Dan Alstott of Lovells said that he 
“would echo Mr. Brantley. The um- 
ing —March 3, 1998 — is bad too. 
This should be voted upon when all 
the people are back in the area, like 
June to September.” 

Alstott brought forth other needs 
he said the county should consider 
before looking at a bond issue of 
this size —$6 million for a term of 
thirty (30) years. 

“The Animal Shelter needs help 
very, very badly,” he continued. ~ 
And, we could use a first rate air- 
port. Business people don't want to 


take a bus to Grayling. They want 
to fly in, 
here.” 
Alstott said, “Gaylord and al) of 
Otsego County have much more 
economic horsepower than we do to 
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keep their facility going. And final- 
ly, what about the schools? We 
know the high school needs a new 
roof.” 

Several others voiced concerns 
about the project and proposed mill- 
age increase. 

Commissioner John Hartman of 
Beaver Creek said “if this project is 
the same one proposed before, | 
would not be in favor of seeking 
another referendum on the matter.” 


He said his personal concerns 
were “the location of the facility. 
It's proposed to be located on land 
owned by Crawford County that we 
bought from the State for recre- 
atonal purposes. If the facility 
doesn't go, we can't sell it and we 
can't recoup our losses. The county 
will be stuck with it.” 


Commissioner Dennis Long, 
tongue-in-cheek said “right! A 
Courthouse with a swimming pool.” 

Chairman Bruce Bretzke had 
afforded the citizens an opportunity 
to speak first prior to giving the 
floor to the recreation/sports com- 
plex proponents. 

Teresa Money, spokeswoman for 
Mercy Hospital, said that “with the 
development of the Sports 
Complex, we believe that it will 
improve the health status of our 
community. Mercy Hospital has 
been experiencing some space con- 
straints, and it would be desirable 
for us to consider removing our out- 
patient rehabilitation services to the 
center.” 

Mark Moody of the Northern 
Michigan Red Cross office in 


Gaylord, said “we are tasked with 
See pg.

Local landfill sold to Texas 
firm; no changes likely

USA Waste Services. Inc. of 
Houston, Texas, announced on Dec. 
9 that it had executed an agreement 
of sale to acquire the waste division 
of City Management Holdings Trust 
of Detroit. 

City Management is considered 
one of the largest independent com- 
panies in the solid waste business. 
Closing on the agreement is expect- 
ed to take place in early 1998. The 
sale was for an undisclosed sum. 

included in the agreement of sale 
are City Environmental Services of 
Northem Michigan, a hauling com- 
pany. and City Environmental 
Services of Waters. a non-hazardous 
waste landfill. Personne} changes at 
the local level ure expected to be 
minimal. 

Considering the size of the total 
acquisition, USA Waste will be 
required to submit to a federal 
review process to determine its sta- 
tus under the anti-trust laws govern- 
ing monopolies. USA Waste is a 
public corporation with an offering 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
(UW). 

The holdings being purchase by 
USA Waste from City Management 
are “collection services provided 
through a network of 20 collection 
operations and 12 transfer stations. 
Landfill operations include nine 
municipal solid waste landfills in the 
State of Michigan and a construction 
and demolition landfill and two 
developmental stage non-hazardous 
landfills in the southeastern United 
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States,” according to the announce- 
ment. 

John E. Drury, CEO of USA 
Waste Service said. “we are pleased 
to have reached an agreement to 
acquire City Management's waste 
operations. This company has been 
well managed and has proven record 
growth and profitability. City will 
fit well with USA Waste and we 
expect it to contribute significantly 
to our future success.” 

Since 1991, City Management's 
revenues, derived chiefly from its 
waste operations have grown 
approximately 19 percent per year 
and current annual revenues are 
approximately $230 million. 

Pat Merrill, Crawford County’s 
Environmental Officer, said that the 
sale of the landfill, which he over- 
sees for the county, will not affect 
his position as site monitor. 


In late 1996, a “Stipulated Order 
of Settlement” executed 
between the County of Crawford, 
the County of Ostego, the Crawford- 
Ostego Solid Waste Management 
Authority, and City Environmental 
Services, Inc. of Waters, and signed 
by Judge Richard M. Pajtas. This 
order held several stipulations, but 
one item called for the landfill to be 
monitored by an environmental offi- 
cer hired by Crawford County, to be 
paid in accordance with certain pro- 
visions cited in the Order. 

“This Order will remain in full 
and complete effect,” said Merrill. 
“I anticipate no problems in the 
transfer to USA Waste.”

Former head of DNR Tanner blasts Gov. 
Engler for assault on resources 


LANSING—The man who revi- 
talized the Great Lakes sport fishery 
by introducing Pacific salmon writes 
in the December issue of Michigan 
Out-of Doors magazine that voters 
hold the key to ending Gov. John 
Engler’s assault on Michigan’s nat- 
ural resources and environment. 

Dr. Howard Tanner, director of the 
Department of Natural Resources 
from 1975 to 1983 and previously its 
fisheries chief, credits Michigan cit- 
izens for demanding long-overdue 
strides in conservation, poilution 
cleanup and environmental protec- 
lion in past decades. 

“Now. much of what has been 
achieved is in serious jeopardy,” he 
says in the article. “We have elected 
and re-elected a governor who has 
skillfully and deliberately weakened 
and dispersed authority for protect- 
ing the values that constitute our 
heritage.” Tanner says Engler has 
sought absolute control of the DNR 
and split it into two departments to 
create a more favorable climate for 
business and industry in Michigan.

tion,” Tanner notes. “By executive 
order the governor stripped most 
authority from this commission and 
transferred it to the DNR director. 
The governor then took control of 
the process for selecting and firing 
the director.” Engler next transferréd 
authority to enforce all environmen- 
tal and most land-use laws from the 
DNR to the new Department of 
Environmental Quality, which oper- 
ates without oversight by a citizen 
commission, the author further 
states. 

“We as citizens are ultimately 
responsible for what our govern-- 
mental leaders do, what they have 


for program goals, and what laws are 
passed,” Tanner writes. “The dis- 
mantling of our state's natural 
resource and environmental pro- 
grams and standards has occurred 
only because we have allowed it to 
happen. We have chosen to elect and 
retain the governor and the 
Legislature, and with our silence and 
inertia have acquiesced to their 
actions. 


“Our obligation as voters must be 
to re-energize our support for strong. 
scientific management of both natur- 
al resources and environmental pro- 
grams. The officials we elect. from 
the governor on down. must be com- 


mitted to the enhancement of these 
values that are currently neglected 
and ignored. Then, and only then, 
will we meet our greatest responsi- 
bility-to pass to those who will fol- 
low us a Michigan better than we 
inherited from those who preceded 
us.” 

Dr. Tanner. a resident of Haslett. 
was the first chairman of the 
Michigan Environmental Review 
Board. His honors include being 
inducted into the Freshwater Fishing 
Hall of Fame and being ranked ‘by 
the National Wildlife Federation, 
Trout Unlimited. and other organiza- 
lions among leading conservation- 
ists.

health and safety programs, but 
we have no facility available to 
achieve this goal. We could train 
lite guards. The majority of the lite 
guards serving in the area camps are 
not trained in this area. 

“We've used many creative 
financing methods in the past to 
fund programs, and | believe that 
grants could be found for swimming 
programs. Economicaily, [ know 
we're al a disadvantage, bul we necd 
water safety programs.” 

Lynn Porritt-McConnell, director 
of the Chamber of Commerce, said 
that she was at the meeting to go on 
record: “The Chamber has agreed to 
support this issuc, and | wanted to 
appear today to remind the 
Commissioners of that fact." 

Bud Morgan, another spokesman 
for the Sports Complex said that 
“yes, the language was the same as 
that which appeared on the earhier 
ballot.”

“If it’s the same plan and the same 
wording, we can’t recommend you 
iry itagain. The voters have already 
said ‘no’, so unless it calls for less 
money, or it’s downgraded, or you 
have a different plan, you'll have a 
lot of trouble getting it passed,” 
Bretzke said, 

Morgan said they were realizing 
that, , 

“We did a lot of research after that 
election, and we know what we did 
wrong. The issucs were cloudy, but 


when we had a public meetung on it. 
nobody came,” Morgan said. 

He acknowledged that bringing 
the anticipated ballot language to the 
Pommissioners Rsgust the day cbelore 
kes action was probably not in the 
best interest of the project either. 
Morgan also agreed to withdraw 
their-wording and revise the fan- 
guage. Backers said that perhaps the 
configuration of the building would 
change — possibly to delete the 
plans for the auditorium/conference 
center, as a beginning point for the 
revision. 

Commissioner Lynnette Corlew 
said that while she was listening to 
the various sides of the issuc, she 
realized that “you'll have to change 
your proposal and take back the con- 
cerns of the citizens to your commit- 
tee. Later, you can re-present the 
deal with the extra information 
included. If private enterprise is 
renting space and you have addition- 
al support, then it’s a much different 
proposal.” 

A public meeting was held one 
day later on Dec. 10 at the Holiday 
Inn of Grayling. It did not get much 
advanced publicity, and was attend- 
ed by approximately 20 persons 
both for and against the project.

“We have a 
responsibility to see that the petition 
is in a fair and appropriate form for 
the voters. [f the language ts clear, 
but the items pertain to that which 
happened during the (prosecutor's) 
‘term of office’, then the language 
fails to state clearly what the intent 
of the recall really ts.” 

The remaining points were accept- 
ed as written. They are: (2) For 
requesting, after his election, that his 
salary be increased to $75,000; (3) 
For failing to prosecute Robert 
McLachlan under the proper statute; 
and (4) For the filing of a civil law- 
suit against the County. 

The hearing, chaired by Judge 
John Hunter, was formally attended 
by Sandra Moore, Crawford County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds, and 
Wakeley. The purpose of the hearing 
was to clarify language in a petiiion 
filed first on Nov. 10, 1997, and 
returned to the panel for further clar- 
ification on Dec.} and again on Dec. 
10, 1997. 

Ms. Moore said that between 
1,100 and 1,200 valid signatures will 
be required on recall petitions in 
order to place the recall issue on the 
ballot.

When one rainbow appeared, 
many people observed it locally. 

When yet another rainbow mir- 
rored the first one on the other side to 
form a colorful arc — this occur- 
rence is called a “sun-dog”. Both 
were picking up the sun’s rays. The 
sun in the photo between the two 
arcs, but capturing them both with a 
‘point ‘n shoot’ is not a ready possi- 
bility. 

A rainbow is a colored arc, and 
they happen when rays from the sun 
shine on falling rain. The sky was 
misty and gray that morning — Dec. 
8 — so at first, the emerging rainbow 
was notto clear. But as the sun rose, 
the arcs appeared more vividly in the 
morning sky. This one is near the 
Crawford County Courthouse. 

Author of The Rainbow: From 
Myth to Mathematics (1987) writes 
“the size of the visible portion of the 


‘rainbow depends on the altitude of 


the sun. It is the largest when the sun 
is at the horizon. (Notice the posi- 
tion of the sun behind the large pine 
uree.) 

“A rainbow is a result of internal 
reflections of the sun’s rays by the 
individual drops of water. The sec- 
ond rainbow is caused by rays that 


undergo a second internal reflection.

They say that 
166,000 of these deer were antlered and 16,000 were not. 

The Upper Peninsula suffered the worst drop in numbers, with the kill being down about 
29,000 below last year. This will mostly be because of the two severe winters back to back. 
This can not be helped!! The northern Lower Peninsula was down about 10,000 deer below 
fast year. This could be caused, in part, by light hunting pressure. 

They are Starting to fish some of the smaller lakes, but if you decide to try it, please be care- 
ful and don't go alone!!

biles at the Frederic location and 
carry parts and accessories for all 
snowmobiles. 

“We can actually invite people to 
come Christmas shopping right here 
in Frederic,” he said without hesita- 
tion, showing off the snappy new log 
interior “planned, stained and deco- 
rated by my wife, Cathy.

Getting just the right tree: Annual rendezvous with childhood?

Michigan sells an average of 4 
millon Christmas trees each year. 

But, getting just the right tree can 
either be a tedious chore or an 
enjoyable rendezvous with child- 
hood. Recall when you were little; 
the trees looked so big. And they all 
louked special too, so the decision 
often took a very long time — espe- 
cially to anxious parents with more 
on their minds than “This one Dad! 
No, that one!” 

By Dec. | of this year and every 
year, the National Christmas Tree 
Association can estimate the num- 
ber of trees that will be harvested. 
This year, about 36 million will be 
sold. Those are only fresh cut trees, 
because real tree vs. artificial is also 
another headache for some. 

Live tree vs. cut tree vs. artificial 
tree can be a yearly battle for some 
families. Tree growers in Michigan 
advertise, “Every acre of Christmas 
trees under cultivation supplies the 
daily oxygen needs for 18 people.” 
They, of course, calculate their 
growing power into millions of 
acres — nationwide — and they're 
quite right. 

Trees exchange carbon dioxide 
for oxygen, and trees do supply 
enormous amounts of fresh air to (he 
world. In addition, they are 
biodegradable, and Christmas trees 
are generally grown on land unfit for 
other crops.

Americans — grow all over the 
globe, but to Michigan, they are the 
third highest revenue producer in the 
umber field. Real trees benefit the 
environment, as when under cultiva- 
tion they harbor wildlife while cre- 
ating: scenery often found in land- 
scape renderings. Even their after- 
life has nurturing capabilities. 


Once enjoyed at holiday time, 
they may be placed upon a lake. 
When the ice melts in the spring, the 
trees sink and become fish refuge 
and nesting areas. Their branches 
may be mulched for gardens and 
parks, and as they decompose, their 
residue feeds the earth.

CONSUMERS ENERGY COMPANY NON-EXCLUSIVE 
ELECTRIC FRANCHISE ORDINANCE 


AN ORDINANCE. granting to CONSUMERS ENERGY COMPANY, its successors and assigns, the non-exclu- 
sive right, power and authority to construct, maintain and commercially use electric lines consisting of towers, 
masts, poles, crossarms, guys, braces, feeders, transmission and distribution wires, transformers and other 
electrical appliances on, under, along and across the highways, streets, alleys, bridges. waterways, and other 
public places, and to do a local electric business in the TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK, CRAWFORD 
COUNTY, MICHIGAN, for a period of thirty years. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. GRANT. TERM. The TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK, CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN, 
hereby grants to the extent that it has the authority to grant, the non-exclusive right, power and authority to 
CONSUMERS ENERGY COMPANY, a Michigan corporation, its successors and assigns, hereinafter called 
the “Grantee,” to construct, maintain and commercially use electric lines consisting of towers, masts, potes, 


the TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK, CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN, for a period of thirty years. 


SECTION 2. CONSIDERATION. in consideration of the rights, power and authority hereby granted, said 
Grantee shail faithfully perform all things required by the terms hereof. 


SECTION 3. CONDITIONS. No highway, street, alley, bridge, waterway or other place used by said Grantee 
shall be obstructed longer than necessary during the work of construction or repair, and shail be restored to 
the same order and condition as when said work was commenced. All of Grantee's structures and equipment 
shall be so placed on either side of the highways as not to unnecessarily interfere with the use thereof for high- 
way purposes. All of Grantee’s wires carrying electricity shall be securely fastened so as not to endanger or 
injure persons or property in said highways. The Grantee shall have the right to trim trees if necessary in the 
conducting of such business, subject, however, to the supervision of the highway authorities. 


SECTION 4. HOLD HARMLESS. Said Grantee shall at all times keep and save the Township free and harm- 
less from ail loss, costs and expense to which it may be subject by reason of the negligent construction and 
maintenance of the structures hereby authorized. In case any action is commenced against the Township on 
account of the permission herein granted, said Grantee shall, upon notice, defend the Township and save it 
free and harmless from ali loss, cost and damage arising out of such negligent construction and maintenanse. 


SECTION 5. EXTENSIONS. Said Grantee shall construct and extend its electric distribution system within said 
Township, and shall furnish electric service to applicants residing therein in accordance with applicable laws, 
rules and regulations. 


SECTION 6. T. Grantee understands and accepts that Grantor has limited ownership 
and control over the rights of way in Beaver Creek Township and Grantee agrees to additionally obtain all nec- 
essary permission, easements and other approval from the County Road Commission, State Highway 
Department and any other entities exercising ownership, control and/or jurisdiction over these rights of way. 


SECTION 7. RATES. Said Grantee shall be entitled to charge the inhabitants of said Township for electric 
energy furnished therein, the rates as approved by the Michigan Public Service Commission, to which 
Commission or its successors authority and jurisdiction to fix and regulate electric rates and rules regulating 
such service in said Township, are hageby granted for the term of this franchise. Such rates and rules shall be 
subject to review and change at any time upon petition therefor being made by either said Township, acting by 
its Township Board, or by said Grantee 


SECTION 8. REVOCATION. The franchise granted by ihis ordinance is subject to revocation upon sixty (80) 
days written notice by the party desiring such revocation. 


SECTION 9 Said Grantee shall, as to ail other 
conditions and elements of service not herein fixed, be and remain subject to the reasonable rules and regu- 
lations of the Michigan Public Service Commission or its successors, applicable to electric service in said 
Township 


SECTION 10. REPEALER This ordinance, when accepted and published as herein provided, shall repeal and 
supersede the provisions of an electric ordinance adopted by the Township Board January 2, 1968 entitled: 


AN ORDINANCE, granting to CONSUMERS POWER COMPANY, its successors and assigns, the 
right, power and authority to construct, maintain and commercially use electric lines consisting of tow- 
ers, masts, poles, crossarms, guys, braces, wires, transformers and other electrical appliances on, 
along and across the highways, streets, alleys, bridges and other public places, and to do a local elec- 
tric business in the TOWNSHIP OF BEAVER CREEK, CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN, for a peri- 
od of thirty years. 


and amendments, if any to such ordinance whereby and electric franchise was granted to Consumers Power 
Company (now known as Consumers Energy Company). 


SECTION 11: EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordinance shall take effect upon the day after the date of publication 
thereof, provided, it shall cease and be of no effect after thirty days from its adoption unless within said period 
the Grantee shall accept the same in writing filed with the Township Clerk. Upon acceptance and publication 
hereof, this ordinance shall constitute a contract between said Township and Grantee.

An ordinance to regulate partitioning or division of parcels or tracts of land; enacted pursuant but not limited to Michigan Public Act 288 of 1967, as amended, and Act 246 of 
1945, as amended, being the Township General Ordinance statute, to provide a procedure therefore; to repeal any ordinance or provision thereof in conflict herewith; and to prescribe 
penalties and enforcement remedies for the violation of this ordinance. 


TOWNSHIP OF LOVELLS, CRAWFORD COUNTY, MICHIGAN, ORDAINS: 
SECTION 1: TITLE 


This ordinance shali be known and cited as the Lovells Township Land Division Ordinance. 


SECTION Il: PURPOSE 


The purpose of this ordinance is to carry out the provisions of the State Land Division Act (1967 PA 288, as amended, formerly known as the Subdivision Control Act), to prevent the 
creation of parcels of property which do not comply with applicable ordinances and said Act, to minimize potential boundary disputes, to maintain orderly development of the commu- 
nity, and otherwise provide for the health, safety and welfare of the residents and property owners of the Township by establishing reasonable standards for prior review and approval 
of land divisions within the Township. 


SECTION III: DEFINITIONS 


For purposes of this ordinance certain terms and words used herein shail have the following meaning: 

A. “Applicant” * a natural person, firm, association, partnership, corporation, or combination of any of them that holds an ownership interest in land whether recorded or not. 

B. “Divide” or “Division” - the partitioning or splitting of a parcel or tract of land by the proprietor thereof or by his or her heirs, executors, administrators, legal representatives, 
successors or assigns, for the purpose of sale or lease of more than one year, or of building development that results in one or more parcels of fess than 40 acres or the equivaient, 
and that satisfies the requirements of Sections 108 and 109 of the State Land Division Act. “Divide” and “Division” does not include a property transfer between two or more adjacent 
parcels, if the property taken from one parcel is added to an adjacent parcel; and any resulting parcel shail not be considered a building site unless the parcel conforms to the require- 
ments of the State Land Division Act, or the requirements of other applicable focal ordinances. 

C. “Exempt split” or “exempt division” - the partitioning or splitting of a parcel or tract of land by the proprietor thereof, or by his or her heirs, executors, administrators, jegal 
representatives, successors or assigns, that dees not result in one or more parcels of fess than 40 acres of the equivalent. 

D. “Forty acres or the equivalent” - either 40 acres, a quarter-quarter section containing not less than 30 acres, or a govemment lot containing not jess than 30 acres. 


SECTION IV: APPROVAL REQUIR T FOR LAN 


Land in the Township shall not be divided without the prior review and approval of the Township assessor, or other official designated by the governing body, in accordance with this 
ordinance and the State Land Division Act; provided that the foliowing shall be exempted from this requirement: 
A. Aparce! proposed for subdivision through a recorded plat pursuant to the State Land Division Act. 
B. Alotin a recorded plat proposed to be divided in accordance with the State Land Division Act. 
C. An exempt split as defined in this Ordinance, or other partitioning or splitting that results in parcels of 20 acres or more if each is not accessible and the parcel was in exis- 
tence on March 31, 1997 or resulted from exempt splitting under the State Act. 


SECTION V: APPLICATION FOR LAND DIVISION APPROVAL 


An applicant shail file all of the following with the Township assessor or other official designated by the governing body for review and approval of a proposed land division before 
making any division either by deed, land contract, lease for more than one year, or for building development: 

A. Acompleted application form on such form as may be approved by the Township Board. 

B. Proof of fee ownership of the land proposed to be divided. 

C. Asurvey map of the land proposed to be divided, prepared pursuant to the survey map requirements of 1970 Public Act 132, as amended, (MCL 54.211) by a land survey- 
or licansed by the State of Michigan, and showing the dimensions and legal descriptions of the existing parce! and the parcels proposed to be created by the division(s), the location 
of all existing structures and other land improvements, and the accessibility of the parcels for vehicular traffic and utilities from existing public roads. 

D. Proof that all standards of the State Land Division Act and this Ordinance have been met. 

E. If a transfer of division rights is proposed in the land transfer detailed information about the terms and availability of the proposed division rights transfer. 

F. The payment of any fee established by the Township to cover the costs of review of the application and administration of this Ordinance and the State Land Division Act. 

G. Proof that taxes are paid on the parent parcel or parent tract. 


SECTION VI: PROCEDURE FOR REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR 
LAND DIVISION APPROVAL 


A. The Township assessor or designee shall approve or disapprove the land division applied for within 45 days after receipt of a complete application conforming to this Ordinance's 
requirements and the State Land Division Act, and shall promptly notify the applicant of the decision, and if denied, the reasons for denial 
B. Any person or entity aggrieved by the decision of the assessor or designee may, within 30 days of said decision appeal the decision to the Township Board which shall con- 
sider and resolve such appeal by a majority vote of said Board at its next regular meeting or session affording sufficient time for a 20 day written notice to the applicant (and appellant 
where other than the applicant) of the time and date of said meeting and appellate hearing. : 
C. The assessor or designee shall maintain an official record of all approved and accomplished land divisions or transfers. 
D. Approval of a division is not a determination that the resulting parcels comply with other ordinances or regulations. 
E. The Township and its officers and employees shall not be liable for approving a land division it building permits for construction on the parcels are subsequently denied 
because of inadequate water supply, sewage disposal facilities or noncompliance with any other ordinance or statute, and any notice of approval shall include a statement to this 
effect. 


SECTION Vil: STANDARDS FOR APPROVAL OF LAND DIVISIONS 


A proposed land division reviewable by the Township assessor shall be approved if the following criteria are met: 

A. All parcels created by the proposed division(s) meet the minimum width requirements of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance for the particular zoning district in which the 
property is located. . 

B. All such parcels contain the minimum square feet or acreage required in the particular zoning district in which the property is located under the Lovells Township Zoning 
Ordinance, 

C. All parcels created by the proposed division meet the depth-to-width ratio required by M.C.L. 560.109(1)(b). 

D. The proposed land division(s) comply with all requirements of this Ordinance and the State Land Division Act. 

E. Allparcels created and remaining have existing adequate accessibility, or an area available therefor, for public utilities and emergency and other vehicles. 


SECTION Vill: CONSEQUENCES OF NONCOMPLIANCE WITH LAND DIVISION 
APPROVAL REQUIREMEN 


Any division of land in violation of any provision of this Ordinance shall not be recognized as a land division on the Township tax roll and no land use thereon which requires 
the prior issuance of a construction or building permit shall be allowed.

An unlawful division or split Shall also be voldable at the option of the purchaser and shall subject the seller to the forfeiture of all consideration received or pledged there- 
for, together with any damages sustained by the purchaser, recoverable in an action at law. 


SECTION IX: SEVERABILITY 


The provisions of this ordinance are heresy declared to be severable and if any clause, sentence, word, section or provision is declared void or unenforceable for any reason by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect any portion of this ordinance other than said part or portion thereof. 


SECTION X: REPEAL 


All previous Land Division Ordinances affecting unplatted land divisions in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repeated; however, this Ordinance shall not be construed to 
tepeal any provision in any applicable Zoning Ordinances, Building Codes or other ordinances of the Township which shall remain in tull force and effect notwithetanding any land divi- 
sion approval hereunder.

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Alpena unit receives first 


military aircraft; it will not fly 


The Combat Readiness Training 
Center (CRTC) at the Alpena County 
Regional Airport has just acquired a 
very unusal aircraft. 

The training site, operated by the 
Michigan Air National Guard and 
used by all military units, does not 
have any permamently assigned air- 
craft, although units have brought 
their military aircraft to the CRTC 
since the 1950s. 

However, this state-of-the-art air- 
craft will never leave the ground. It is 
to be used primarily by military fire- 
fighters to learn how to combat an 
aircraft fire and perform rescues 
from very hazardous and unique 
environemnts 

Lt. Col. Gary Shutt, engineer at the 
CRTC, reports, “The purpose of this 
aircraft mockup is to train firefight- 
ers in actual hands-on live fire in air- 
craft emergencies. We formerly used 
fossil fuels and light them so that our 
firefighters could practice firefight- 
ing. However, using this mock air- 
craft is more environmentally sound, 
and our firefighters can now practice 
extracting occupants from aircraft. 
This device represents a quantum 
leap above anything I have ever seen 
or even heard of.” 

This system was designed by Pro- 
Safe Fire Systems of Markham, 


Ontario, and is built so that the train- 
ing can be conducted in 10 different 


fires zones: 1) five different exterior 
fires which simulate a fuel spill, 2) 
cockpit fire, 3) passenger compart- 
ment fire, 4) cargo area fire, 5) fire 
burning through top of the fusilage. 
6) static engine fire, 7) fire running 
from engine to the ground, 8) brake 
fire on one wheel, 9) strut fire on 


other wheel, and 10) running engine - 


fire in tail. 


his new training aircraft. 

“Now we can offer our firefighters 
better training than ever. I expect a 
number of military units will be 
coming to Alpena to train here. 
Hopefully we can also schedule 
some time for our counterparts at the 
civilian airports. We will also train 
our own base firefighters, since we 
are responsible for responding to 
both military and civilian emergen- 
cies at the Alpena County Regional 
Airport,” Ratz said. 

The mock aircraft has a number of 
unique features, including a high 
wing on one side and a low wing on 
the other, which simulates different 
types of aircraft. Smoke can also. be 
created to make a realistic environ- 
ment. The interior configuration of 
the aircraft can also be changed, so 
that firefighters entering the aircraft 
takes in practice, so that we can. 


can experience different seating 
arrangements in advance of the “real 
thing.” Propellers can be installed to 
simulate non-jet aircraft. 

Ratz explained, “I really like the 
fact that these propane fires can also 


be shut down in less than 10 seconds. 
This safety feature is extremely 
important in case of an ernergency. 
We want to provide our customers 
with very realistic training, but at the 
same time emphasizing safety.” 
Ratz continued, “Another unique 
feature that I really like is the high 
heat, low light video camera inside 
the aircraft. We can actually monitor 
the efforts of the firefighters while 
inside the aircraft. Later we can show 
them on video what they did right or 
wrong when extracting the ‘occu- 
pants.’ The key is to make any mis- 


lives if called upon in a rea) emer- 
gency.” 

Colonel Terry McKenna, 
Commander of the Combat 
Readiness Training Center, reported 
that this mock training aircraft is the 
centerpiece of what he calls the 
Regional Fire Training Facility being 
developed at the Alpena Base. 

He stated, “We want to give our 
customers —anyone who trains at 
the base— a total package of fire- 
fighting training, where they cannot 
only train on our new ‘aircraft,’ but 
also receive hands-on training in our 
smokehouse, forcible entry training 
building, or in our classroom envi- 


ronment. When they leave our base, I . 


want them to be confident that they 
are ready for any emergency. The life 
they save may be yours or mine.”
